The la'h r 
pulled trigger and the gun missed fire. 
The desperado smiled grimly, and draw- 
ing up his revolver, said : 

"Now, it's mi/ turn ; that's just about 
my distance, anil to prevent any acci- 
dents, my kid7 I. won't give you time to 
say your prayers." — He had reached 
fiat* point in his address, when John 
Wesl. v Hardin took a hand in the Little 
game and the sjieaker never completed 
his sentence, and never will, inasmuch 
as he dropiied dead at the most int. rest- 
ing iioint, killed by a shot from Har- 
din's pistol. This was about the best 
thing Hariliu ever did. and yet, when 1 
questioned Itim iilHitit it, he would not 
admit that 'he did the killing. The nnist 
that he could lie got to admit was. 
"they say I did it," and that was all he 
would acknowledge concerning any of 
the inutUiuTable shootings in uliich he 
was engaged.

The hunt for Hardin became so hot 
under this extraordinary temptation 
that he saw the advisability of emigrat- 
ing, at least until the excitement should 
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blow over. Texas is a big State, 
was too small for him, and it s.

Nation or lieyond the pale of civmz i- 
tion, but no one interested in his cap- 
ture could form the least idea where to 
look for him.

He told me 
he was suffering from a wound in his 
side, but is not without hope that he will 
be pardoned by the Governor after serv- 
ing a few more years. Judging from the 
fashion iu Texas, this hope is likely to be 
gratified, though the crimes he has com- 
mitted could not be expiated by a dozen 
such worthless lives as his.

These turkeys, although 'wild,' 
are not properly speaking ' wild ani- 
mals.' Where the phrase ' wild animals' 
is used the word ' wild' is used as a gen 
eric term to indicate that they are of a 
species not usually domesticated, ami 
does not refer to their comparative do- 
cility or familiarity with men. We en. 
eider that these turkeys arc not properly 
speaking animals frrtr naiurrr, though 
partaking of their habh>. In the ab- 
sence of proof of ownership of these 
turkeys by the prosecuting witness, 
aside" from' the fact that they were 
caught on his land, sud it being proved 
that they can not be distinguished from 
any other turkey on contiguous land-, 
they are not the subjects of larceny" 

This is in harmony with State against 
Mary Turner, in North Carolina. Mary 
was indicted for stealing "one turkey 
of the value of five cents." Thus it 
seems that turkeys are cheap in North 
Carolina. The report does not disclose 
the date of the offense, but we infer that 
it was shortly before Thanksgiving. 
Mary having Ihvii convict, d. .1 motion, 
fa arrest of judgment w-ns made upon 
the ground "that the indictment was 
iusullicient, for it failed to state that the 
turkey stolen was a taine turkey ; that 
the turkey was a native fowl of Amer- 
ica; large numbers are found in every 
part of the State, wild ami unreclaimed, 
and that the indictment should have 
negatived the presiunpt on tlASt the tur- 
key in question was wild and mire- 
claimed. " The motion was sustained, 
but this was reversed by the Supreme 
Court. The court said: " His Houor 
w as mistaken in this case, in supposing 
that our domestic turkey is a creature 
ft rce naturce. We take the case to In- 
clear, that where a creature, for ti..' 
stealing of which a defendent is indicted, 
is a fcrre natunr, the indictment mu-t 
further allege that the creature was 
onfinetl, or reclaimed, 
an not be the case when 
indictedfor stealing one 
ted turkevs.

Three nations of Amazons have been 
mentioned by the ancient*.

These dwelt on the shores 
of the Black sea, and among the mount- 
ains of the Caucasus, especially in the 
neighlH>rhood of the modern Trebisond, 
on the river Tpermodon (now Termoh >. 
They are said to have at one time sub- 
dued the whole of Asia, and to have 
built Smyrna, Ephesus, Cumw and 
other cities. Their Queen, Hippol vtc, . r, 
according to others, Antiono, was killed 
by Hercules, as the ninth of the labors 
imposed on him by Eurystheiis consisted 
in taking from her the shonlder-l>elt 1*»- 
stowed on her by Mars. On (me of their 
expeditions, the Amazonscame to Attica, 
in the time of Theseus, They also 
marched under the command of their 
Queen, Penthesilea, to assist Priam 
against the Greeks. They even aupear 
npon the scene in the time of Alexander 
the Great, when their Queen, Thah ■stris, 
paid him a visit, in order to become a 
mother by the conqueror of Asia. 
Second, the Scythian Amazon, who in 
after times, married among the neigh- 
boring Scythians, and withdrew fun t 
into Sarmatia. Third, the African Amu- 
zons, who, under the command of their 
Queen. Myrina. subdued the Gorgons 
and Atlantes, marched through Egvpt 
and Arabia, and founded the capital of 
Lake Trrtonis, but were then annihilated 
by Hercules. 



Allan Piukerten. 



Major Allan Pinkerton was lsiru in 
iiorbals, city of Glasgow, Scotland, 
August JO, lMl'.i, anil came to this eoun- 
try in 1841. After a short residence in 
this city he went to Dundee, Kane 
County, 111., and ran a cooper -shop 
there for several years. He was ap- 
pointed Deputy Sheriff, and, having 
good success, was intluc.nl in 1H4N to 
SO x pt the same jsisition under William 
L. Church, then Sheriff of Cook County. 
In 1851 he was appointed detective, the 
first Chicago ever had, by Mayor Gur- 
ney. In 1*53 he organized liis detec- 
tive agency, which has been iu operation 
ever since, and is now famous the world 
over. He was called njion by Presi- 
dent Lincoln to organize the secret ser- 
vice of the dated States for the Army 
and Treasury departments. He re- 
mained in charge of the government de- 
tectives at Washington and with the 
Army of the Potomac, under the Secre- 
tary of War and (ienerals Burnside, 
McCIellan, ami H<x>ker. At his own rc» 
quest, in 1808. he was transferred to the 
Military Division of the Southwest under 
Major General Canby, and remained 
there till the close of the war, with 
headquarters at New Orleans. In the 
meantime his Chicago agency had been 
run by El ward Bucker, and, when the 
ohief returned, the agency was imme- 
diately reorganized. In 1H65 he started 
an office in New York, of which Iloliert 
At. Pinkerton is now superintendent and 
in 1H>>0 he opened another in Phila- 
delphia, of which Robert J. Linden is 
the present superintendent. There are 
350 employes in the different agencies, 
all drawing salaries, and none of them 
are ]>ermitted to receieve rewards or 
gratitudes of any kind. The Chicago 
office is the headquarters, and there 
Allen himself, with his r>:2 years, can 
daily be found, being on hand early in 
the morning, and always attentive to 
his duties. 

The Importance of a Chaperon. 

A woman of elegant manners and 
charming character, who will submit to 
the slavery of l>eing a chaperon — for it 
is little less — it is hard to find. Yet 
every motherless family should try to 
find such a person. 

In traveling in Europe an accom- 
plished chaperon can do more for young 
girls than any amount of fortune.

Th. re seei 
a good deal of red tape in all tliie" "pro- 
cess, but it is a sort of red tape that 
saves the country money in the long 
run. — iii>',d t '•jmiian/i.

Antiquity of the Earth. 

Theologians of every sect and creed 
had persistently taught that only some 
6,000 years had elapsed since the earth 
sprang into being. The suggestion of 
its greater antiquity was received with 
a storm of theological opposition, w hich 
underwent little abatement during half 
a century, and of which even yet the 
ground-swell may occasionally be felt in 
some of the dark recesses of ignorant 
minds. The majority of those who 
raised the storm were the social or pro- 
fessional ancestors of these who now, 
in like manner, oppose the doctrine of 
evolution ; but the change which has 
come over the latter races of combatants 
is itself some proof evolution affects the 
miuds of men, whatever it may do to 
their bodies. Fifty; years ago the full 
force of an anathematizing odittm theo- 
lofficum burst upon the heads of the 
assailed geologists, with a violence hap- 
pily unknown among the opponents of 
evolution. Then, as now, the represen- 
tatives of geological science explained 
to the world the great facts upon which 
their conclusions were based. Then, 
as now, myriads of men were in doubt 
whether to resign themselves to the 
leadership of geologists or of the theo- 
logians. But those who ranged them- 
selves under the banner ofCuvier, Lyell 
and Sedgwick ultimately found them- 
selves on the victorious side. One by 
one the theologians laid down their vitu- 
perative weapons. The late Dr. Chal- 
mers early accepted the geological creed. 
Dr. Pye Smith received the fellowship 
of the" Royal Society for his well-meant 
endeavor to reconcile the Mosaic narra- 
tive with the w ritings of the geologists, 
earning some hard names from the de- 
fenders of the orthodox camp for his sup- 
posed abandonment of their holy cause. 
Meanwhile, the geological batteries made 
sad breaches in the defenses of that camp. 
A late Dean of York valiantly confronted 
the assailing hosts when assembled in 
his cathedral city. Singly he faced his 
foes like a new Horarius, but speedily 
fell beneath the sharp arrows of Sedg- 
wick's biting eloquence. The last Hy- 
patian geologist who strove to restore the 
dying faith was Young, the clerical au- 
thor of the "Geological Survey of the 
Yorkshire Coast. " He, like the Dean, 
lifted up his warning voice in a geologi- 
cal section of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science, but in 
vain. Even a Julian could not have re- 
stored the ancient belief, and Young was 
not a Julian. Truth proved too much 
for error; and, though occasionally a 
theologian may still be found so ignorant 
of what is going on around him as to 
uphold the exploded doctrine, the race 
has almost become extinct. — Otmttmpb- 
rary Itrvit w.

The Alleged True Morj ol Hi* Ol*- 
position of Ihe -ilver. 

What purports to be a trustworthy ex- 
! planation of the manner in which Gen. 
; Benjamin F. Butler acquired the uu- 
happy fame of being a purloiner ot sil- 
ver spoons is given by a Washington 
! correspondent: A lady went to Gen. 

Garfield, some mouths ago, and intro- 
: dueed herself as the daughter of Gen. 
I David E. Twiggs, who left our army, 
where he ha.l gained the rank of Major 
General, to join the secessionists nt the 
opening of the Rebellion. She st 
her object to be the recovery of her 
father's two swords, captured by Butler 
when he entered New Orleans in the 
spring of 1862. One sword bail beep 
voted to Twiggs by Congress in recog- 
nition of his services during the Mexi- 
can war ; the other was the weapon he 
bad drawn in behalf of the Confederacy. 
She was particularly anxious to secure 
the latter, because her father had pri» d 
it far above its fellow. Garfield referred 
her to Butler, whom she feared to meet 
on account of the terrible reputation he 
had gained in the South. Having been 
assured that he was hoi nearly so black 
as he had been painted, she sought him 
out, and, to her surprise, was very po- 
lit. lv received. He informed her that 
he bad sent the swords to Washington, 
with the request that one be given to 
the Annapolis Academy and the other to 
West Point, astropbiis of the civ.l wax. 
His request was not complied with. 
Thev were, instead, locked up in the 
vaults of the treasury for safe keeping, 
and one of the duplicate keys was de- 
liveied to him. He then added : " You 
have not, my dear madam, asked me 
about your family plate, which 1 have 
so often been accused of stealing to 1. . - 
(state my own table with. You no doubt, 
in common with many Southerners, 
think the charge true. AssoonasI hnrj 
occupied your father's deserted house, 
one of your servants came to me with a 
load of silver, saying that your fatin i 
had buried it in the garden to keep it 
from the hated Yankees, but that, now 
he had gone, the servant, having seen 
the act, dug it up, and was desirous to 
h ind it over to the proper authorities, 
I used the silver while I had my head- 
quarters at your father's place; but after- 
ward I turned every piece — spoons, forks, 
s ilvers and dishes — over to the Qua*":

This will not, of course, 
prevent most of the S 'iitherners and 
rnany of the Northerners from sweuring 
that "Butler did steal Tw iggs' silver, and 
never returned it and never accounted 
for it.
